Today, even the government, with its past rep- 
utation for hard-shelled conservatism towards busi- 
ness generally, is actively engaged in recommending 
that the merchant, the contractor or any other busi- 
ness man, should seek an equitable and ample profit 
for his goods or services. 

The federal government wants the business man 
to prosper, taking the position that when he is pros- 
perous, the public at large will also prosper, more 
or less. Time was when the interests of the ‘owner’ 
and the contractor were considered antagonistic, 
but this viewpoint is gradually being succeeded by 
a more sane and creative one. 

In the old days many contractors seemed to be 
in business more for the glory of being in it than 
for the profit. They may have begun with good 
motives, but their ignorance of the rules of the game 
rendered the acquisition of profits a difficult and 
often an impossible proposition. Today, in spite 
of the advance in modern business methods, there
